The passage of the joint rcsolntiou 


authorizing the President to appoint a 
Commissioner to the World's Prison 
Congress, to bo convened at Koine next 
year, was at the itstaneo of the National 
Prison Association, cf which Horatio 
Seymour is President, and the Key. Dr. 
Wines Secretary, and is the result of an 
exhibit made to Congress by the letter of 
these gentlemen of the wide and re- 
markable effects, produced by the Lon- 
don Congress of 1872. 
From Wines' 


statement it appears that there is scarce- 
ly any part of the civilized world which 
has riot felt beneficially the influence of 
that Convention, where twenty-five die 
tinct nationalities were represented b 
seventy to eighty official delegates con 
missioned by their respective Govern 
merits, while the delegates who nppeare 
as the representatives of penal and re 
formatory institutions, prison associa 
tions, judicial societies, law department 
of universities, the Institute of Franca 
etc., etc., were numbered by him 
drcds.

By the new 
penal code of Japan a number of crime 
formerly punishable with death are now 
punished by imprisonments. 
Three 


great national commissions for a fresh 
study of the penitentiary question have 
grown oat of the Congress of London, 
viz.: An Imperial Commission in Bus 
sia, a Roynl Commission in Italy, and n 
Parliamentary Commission in France 
and it is not doubted that a Royal Com- 
mission will very soon issue in Englam 
for the very same purpose. There has 
sever probably been so grand a national 
or international inquest on any subject 
as that conducted by the French Parlia- 
mentary Commission composed as it is, 
of twenty members of the National As- 
sembly and an equal number of emi- 
nent specialists from outside. The body 
has called before it and taken the evi- 
dence of not only all the leading prison 
officers and experts of France, but of 
many distinguished gentlemen from for- 
eign countries. Normal schools for the 
professional education of prison officers 
Save been established in several coun- 
tries, as another result of the gathering 
at London, notably in Sweden, Switzer- 
land, and. Italy. In Kerne there has 
been founded what might almost be char- 
acterized as a great university for the 
technical education and training of 
prison-keepers, into which are gathered 
400 ypnng men, all of whom (and this is 
made a 
condition precedent) haa, 


previous 
to their admission, been 


trained to some special business, either 
as agriculturists or artisans. Many re- 
forms have been inaugurated in different 
countries, through legislative action di- 
rectly tracable to the London Congress. 
But private benevolence has been stimu- 
lated as well. In Sweden, for example, 
the Qneen Dowager Josephine was so 
moved by the report of the two Commis- 
sioners from that country that she nt 
once set on foot a project for the estab- 
lishment of reformatory institutions for 
neglected, exposed and criminal children, 
after the model of Mel tray in France. 
She herself headed the paper with a 
personal subscription equal 
in our 


money to $37,500. Other members of 
the Royal family subscribed liberally, 
and then the citizens of all classes. The 
result was a contribution sufficient to 
found two institutions instead of one, 
; as originally proposed. A like result is 
reported in the Swiss Canton of Nenf- 
•aatel. Some years «go a wealthy citi- 
zen of that Canton died, leaving a be- 
quest of nearly 11,000,000 francs to be 
given to some'benevolent object, such as 
should be agreed upon by tlie trustees 
named in the will. They had never 
been able to fix npon an object till the 
report on the London Congress of the 
delegates commissioned by the Swiss 
Governmiiflt appeared, when they im- 
mediately resolved to use the fund in 
founding a reformatory institution to 
save imperiled children from a criminal 
career. In short competent specialists 
in different European countries have 
unhesitating'y dt dared that the peni- 
tentiary ques tion is to-day in Europe 
twenty yeaxa in advance of what it 
would have been but for the initiative 
taken by the Cong-ess of "the United 
States in 1871— Washington Letter. • 


The Good Old Times and the 
New. 


The Springfield (Miss.) Republican 


says that Mr. Samuel' Lawrence, found- 
er of the City of Lawrence, but now of 
Stockbridge, entertained the Lee Litera- 
ry Club, Monday evening, with an horn's 
familiar talk, contrasting old times with 
the present. Glancing rapidly over the 
character and history of the early colo- 
nial settlers, he dwelt particularly on the 
circumstances and customs of the period 
just succeeding the revolutionary war, 
when not a pound of cotton had been 
raised in this country, not a car-load of 
coal exhumed from the mines, not a 
steamship traversed our waters, not any 
great water-power occupied. The fab- 
lies of the country were mostly spun and 
woven in families, each fanner raising 
flax and wool, the mother of the fu.mil_ 
generally spinning the former on the hi 
tie wheel, while the daughter walke 
backward and 
forward 
by the sid 


of the big wheel, singing hymns o 
repeating poetry. Each farm pstablish 
ment hail its own loom, which, in som 
instances, was kept running the 3'ea 
round to supply bed and personal cloth 
ing, stacks of the former beinj; piled up 
for the wedding clays of the daughters 
Oxen were used for all farm work anc 
horses mainly 'or riding horseback, th 
women either riding singly on side 
saddle or on pillions behind their hue 
bands, 
brothers 
and 
sweetheaits 


Scarcely a light carriage was to be foui. 
in the country. Often a hundred women 
came to one churc/i on horseback. Th 
little cotton cloth used in the country 
was the "humdrum " from India, made 
of short staple, costly and poor. Monej 
was comparatively scarce. The salarj 
of the President of Harvard University, 
after the institution had been iu .sue.
